The public schools witli tlie excep- 
tion of two or three colored ones, have 
closed. Considering the difficulties at- 
tendiug the change of text books and to 
theabringency of the.times, good work 
in the main has been done. Of course 
some schools have not been suooesafol. 
Many schools havebeen highly success- 
ful. So far as annual reports have 
been examined the attendance la about 
what it was last year. Dr. Taylor was 
mistaken as to the percenaage of at- 
tendance based on eensas for the years 
1911 and 1913 though correct in his 
figures for 1912- Aooordiog to the 
raeordaof thia offlea the pereeotaira ot 
attendance based on the ce nsus in 
Adair county was 41.4 in 1910. 40.4 in 
1911, 68.6 In WIS, and 44.5 in »1S. The 
best percentage made this year, so far 
asnoted,is(>6.2-3 in District Si, Joe 
Calhoimteaehar, with Diat at, Dar- 
rell Strange teacha^ ft daw aaoond 
with 65. percent. 

On aeeouBli of the haid UaMa eauaad 
by last year's drouth and the peculiar- 
ly embarrassing circuaoalaoces attend- 
ing the ehanga of test booka In 1914, 
it was almost impossible to enforce the 
compulsory law, and so no special ef- 
fort waa aaada to ^ thia. I propoaa 
next school year to enforce the com- 
pulsory law, for there will not be the 
aame grounds then for not doing so. 
The school book <iuestion will be, or 
at least should be, out of the way. I 
aak every teacher to report 
ptly to the Superintendent all 
known delinquents. Tltey will 
ha duly notlttad and unless suillcient 
excuse for non attendance is produced 
they will be proceeded against accord- 
ing to law. But I will give further 
notice and^furtfaer explanation in due 
time. 

I wish to aar lo tba pataons that if 
any of them have not yet secured the 
newly adopted books that this must 
be done before the next school year 
begins No teacher will be allowed to 
teach any but the adopted books on 
pain of forfeiting salajy. The old 
books can be exchanged for nearly half 
the price of the new onea nntll Jnly 
1, l:n-">. After tiiat date the old books 
cannot be exchanged for anything. 
Let patrons note this and aot aeeord- 
Tiiere are yet indigent dul- 
dreu iu the county who liav^ pot been 
supplied with books. ^ wlah to locate 
these as far as we can before tlie next 
school term begins and get tliem sup- 
plied bafora the opening <rf,a0liQOL A 
happy new year to all.

The death of Mr. Frank Sinclair, 
which occurred at his late residence, 
in UiiaiBi^, laat Sonday altamooa at 

1:15 o'clock, was not a surprise, but it 
was regretted by the entire communi- 
ty, the deceased, wltii the eaeaptlaK 
of a few months, having been a prom- 
inent and successful merchant of Co- 
lumbia for a ^luarter of a eaotwy. 

The deceased was born and reared 
between Vester and Egypt, this coun- 
ty, becoming a citizen' of Columbia 
at)out twenty-eight years ago. When 
he came to this place he liad but lit- 
tle capital, a few hundred dollars. 
He started what was termed a "Back- 
et Store" in the building now occu- 
pied by Flowers & Walker, and the 
business was a success, and later he 
opened a general dry goods store, com- 
manding a large trade until about a 
year before his death, at that time 
selling his stock of goods to Gill ft 
Waggener, and when the end came his 
effects showed a considerable estate, 
twon^-flve or thilttjr thoosand doHara. 
and out of debt. 

Mr. Sinclair waa a tolet, unassum- 
ing man, bat at the aame time ho was 
enterprising, giving liberally to 
Cliuich and for school purposes. 

When qalte a young man ho made a 
profession af his faitii in Christ, unit- 
ed witti the Methodist Church, and 
was eoBolatent nntll the summons 
came. For quite a number of years 
he was a Deacon iu the Church and 
waa aho a troatao of the Graded 
School. 

In all walks of life lie was liouest in 
hte daily affaira, and hiadaath fanoght 

great sorrow not only to hte family, 
but to the entire community. 

Soon after he naohad hIa majority 
he became a Maator Maaiai. and he 
was also a Boyal Ardi Maaim. 

The foBoral awrvloaa ware hold at 
the Methodist church Monday after- 
noon, Ihe religious services being con- 
ducted by BoT. J. S. Chandler, aaaM- 
ed by other local ministers At the 
conclusion of the church services, the 
remains were tamed over to the Ma- 
sonic Fraternity, and in the city cem- 
etery they were buried with tiie usual 
formalities of the order. 

The deceased is survived by his 
wife, three cliildren, two brothers and 
three sisters and one half brother. 

May God in iiis infinite wisdom com 
fort them in their great sorrow is the 
sinewa wWi this entfara ooamoni- 
ty.
